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Regarding applicant's arguments concerning claim 1 , applicant argues that Tosaki does not teach or suggest "a method that is. . . used to 
read the rewritable storage medium in a read-only optical disk drive". The Examiner acknowledges this point, but Tosaki was not relied 
upon to disclose this limitation. Rather, Inchalik was relied upon to disclose this limitation in the previous Office Action. Next, appl icant 
argues that Inchalik does not disclose this limitation. However, in Paragraphs 12 -14 and Figure 8, Inchalik discloses the use of a 
rewritable storage medium (RAM) used in a read -only optical disk drive (ROM). Finally, applicant argues that one of o rdinary skill in the 
art at the time of the applicant's invention would have not have been motivated to combine the references. However, in Paragraph 26, 
Tosaki clearly discloses motivation for combination with the teachings of Inchalik. Thus, the reject ion of claims 1 -20 presented in the 
Office Action dated 3/2/07 is maintained. 
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
